Search  for  and  disposal  of  mines  in  areas  adjoining  enemy 
lands  reauire  a  unified  post  under  a  high-ranking 
commander,  especially  when  attacking  the  areas  mentioned 

above. 

The  senior  commanders  shall,  if  necessary, lmn°hn<iv^of 
requisite  number  of  engineers  in  each  column  body  of 
forward  troops,  etc.  and  make  each  unit  search  for  and 
dispose  of  the  mines  itself.  < 

All  necessary  controls  as  to  time,  method  and  area  of 
searching  fo?  and  disposing  of  mines  will  be  exercised  in 
order  to  keep  our  plans  secret,  if  circumstances  reauir 

it. 


Advance  troops  and  scouting  droops  shall  be  given 
sufficient  men  and  materials  for  the  searching  and 
disposal  of  mines. 

An  advanae  party  may  be  specially  sent  on  ahead,  if 
circumstances  require  it,  to  deal  with  mines. 

No  7  All  unit  (calumn)  commanders  will  as  far  as  possible 
N  *  7’  avoidareas  likely  to  contain  mines  and  Avarice  through 
areas  where  it  is  difficult  to  lay  mines.  At  the  same 
time,  he  will  make  the  engineers  and  infantry  working 
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troops  responsible  for  clearing  the  mines  in  their  way. 
In  such  cases  it  would  be  well  to  send  on  ahead  a  unit- N 
commanded  by  an  officer  or  a  mine  disposal  unit  v.potrof. 

It  would  be  advantageous  if  prisoners  of  war,  natives 
or  animals  could  be  sent  ahead  as  a  precautionary 
measure,  along  the  route  of  advance. 

Even  when  there  is  a  unit  ahead  responsible  for  dealing 
with  mines,  it  will  still  be  essential  for  each  unit 
advancing  from  the  rear  to  search  and  clear  mines  lor 
themselves  as  far  as  possible.  This  is  especially 
necessary  in  nieces  easy  cf  approach,  strong  points, 
and  places  suitable  for  headauarters.

witness  the  scene,  and  care  must  be  taken  to  do  it  in  a 
remote  place  and  leave  no  evidence. 

Malicious  sTirrenderars  will  be  taken  into  custody  for  the 
time  being  and  after  observance  of  public  sentiments  will 

be  _ _ed  secretly  when  the  inhabitants  have  forgotten 

about  them,  or  secretly  under  pretext  of  removal  to  some 
distant  locality,  thus  avoiding  methods  likely  to  excite 
public  feeling.

When  prisoners  are  taken,  those  who  are  not  worth  utilizing 
shall' be  disposed  of  immediately  except  those  who  require 
further  detailed  interrogation  for  intelligence  purposes, 
according  to  No.  126  of  Part  I  of  the  orders  concerning 
lmportart  operational  matters.
